Cer¬ 
tain  it  is  that  unlaws  some  change  is  made 
in  the  manner  of  the  assessments,  all 
desirable  improvements  will  be  stopped.

About  Taxes. 

To  Tht  Bloomfield  Citizen: 

This  is  the  time  of  the  year  when  the 
man  who  ’is  so  unfortunate  as  to  own 
some  real  estate  wakes  up  to  a  real  sense 
of  his  misfortune. 

The  time  for  the  paying  of  taxes  has 
coin£,  and  the  voice  of  the  mourner  is 
heard  in  the  land.  J.  in  common  with 
several  of  my  friends  and  neighbors,  be¬ 
long  to  the  much  to  be  pitied  class  of  real 
estate  owners,  and  to  your  friendly  col¬ 
umns  we  come  for  the  redress  for  wrongs 
which  we  vainly  seek  at  the  hands  of  the 
law  or  its  creatures.  I  preface  this  com 
plaint  with  the  remark  that  you  will  look 
in  vain  for  our  names  among  delinquent 
tax  payers:  we  are  all  tax  payers ,  and 
consequently  heavy  taxes  mean  some 
tiling  to  us;  also,  that  we  do  not  object  to 
the  size  of  the  tax  levy,  but  we  do  object 
to  the  mode  of  the  assessment.  Our  com¬ 
plaint  in  brief  is  this:  that  we  are  made 
to  pay  our  neighbors’  taxes;  that  the  as¬ 
sessment  is  made  in  a  manner  so  unequal, 
aoAlnjuet,  so  entirely  unsystematic,  that 
a  burden  of  taxes  is  throw  n  on  a  few  that 
should  be  .distributed  over  many;  that 
the  assessment,  which  professes  to  be  in 
all  cases  55  per  cent,  of  the  value  of  the 
property,  is  in  some  cases  20  per  cent.,  in 
some  30,  in  some  40,  in  some  50;  but  in 
the  great  majority  of  cases  is  under  50 
per  cent,  of  the  fair  value,  and  that  con¬ 
sequently  those  who  are  assessed  full  55 
per  cent,  are  unduly  burdened. 

Now,  I  venture  tpsay— I  admit  without 
statistics— that  if  the  property  in  the 
whole  town  were  assessed  in  the  same 
ratio,  that  instead  of  55  per  cent,  being 
the  valuation  requisite  to  raise  the 
money  needed,  40  per  cent,  would  do;  or, 
if  the  law  requires  55  per  cent,  to  be  as 
sessed.  then  a  rate  10  per  cent,  lclwer 
might  be  adopted,  and  the  many  would 
bear  the  taxes  that  are  now  laid  on  the 
few. 

I  am  not  talking  without  facts.  I  will 
;i  ve  some  instances  that  have  come  to  my 
mowledge  and  can  be  verified  from  the 
books  of  the  assessor.  I  suppress  names. 

A”  owns  a  piece  of  property  in  this 
town  that  is  assessed  at  $6,000;  not  600 
feet  from  him,  “B”  owns  a  house  and 
lot  assessed  at  $2,800.  “A’s”  pro] 

cost  $12,000,  “B’g”  about  $9,000.  I 
a  piece  of  property  which  is  assessed  at 
$4,000,  the  assessor  owns  a  piece  of  pro 
perty  which  is  assessed  at  $2,700.  I  paid 
for  mine  about  $8,000;  he  holds  his  at  the 
lowest  at  $8,000.  I  know  property  in  the 
center  of  the  town  which  pays  a  tax  of  a 
little  over  $200  which  the  owner  holds  at 
about  $4,000,  while  a  house  and  lot  near 
me,  worth  not  as  much?  pays  a  tax  of  about 


The  Baker  Family. 

Near  Mechanic ville,  New  York, 
branch  of  the  Baker  family  have  for  some 
years  held  an  annual  reunion.  They 
gathered  on  the  6th  of  September  this 
year  in  the  same  place.  More  fortunate 
than  some  folks,  they  know  all  about 
their  original  ancestor,  and  they  declare 
that  he  was  James  Baker,  born  on  Long 
Island  April  28,  1765.

Now  they  let  in  the  children  and  grand 
children.
